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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . It is noted that an Information Disclosure Statement under 37 CFR 1 .97 for the 
present application has not been received by the Office. If Applicant believes this to be 
in error, Applicant is urged to submit documentation supporting a proper filing of any 
previously submitted information disclosure statements in order to have such 
disclosures considered by the Office. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the installation of the electrodes in the outer tub as described in the specification and 
claimed in the instant invention. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper 
understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 
608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
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consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: the means by 
which the spherical conductor is conveyed between the supported position (i.e. Figure 
4) and between the electrical short position (Figure 5). Is the spherical sphere 
maintained in the supported position via gravity? If so, it is unclear how the spherical 
conductor moves upward in response to an imbalance. The claims appear to be 
missing a structural configuration or functional language which causes the spherical 
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conductor to displace to the electrical short position (i.e. centrifugal force, vibration, etc.) 
Clarification and correction are required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure: U.S. Patent No. 6,640,637 to BAEK, which discloses using a 
sensor with spherical ball displacement to detect vibration in a washing machine; U.S. 
Patent No. 6,292,966 to LIM et a/., which discloses using a sensor with spherical ball 
displacement to detect vibration in a washing machine; U.S. Patent Nos. 6,336,348 & 
5,850,746 to LEE, which disclose using a sensor with spherical ball displacement to 
detect vibration in a washing machine; U.S. Patent No. 5,315,847 to TAKEDA et a/., 
which discloses a spherical electrode in detecting conductivity in a washing machine; JP 
03-77584 to TOKUCHI et a/., which discloses generating an unbalance detection in a 
washing machine via conductive connection/disconnection of an electrode.
